A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 

under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hwang et al '363, for the reasons given in the 

last Office Action. Applicants' argument, that in the present application, the lower 

catalyst layer, which is in contact with the support, contains the partial oxidation catalyst 

and the upper catalyst layer which is exposed to the inlet steam, contains the steam 

reforming catalyst, is not convincing. Hwang et al '363 makes clear at col. 5, lines 45-61 

that the lower catalyst layer may comprise platinum, and at col. 5, lines 24-37 that the 

upper catalyst layer may comprise rhodium. The lower catalyst layer of platinum would 

preferentially catalyze partial oxidization, and the upper catalyst layer of rhodium would 

preferentially catalyze steam reforming in the catalyst of Hwang et al '363, since 

applicants' specification discloses on page 6, lines 1 1-23 that a catalyst layer containing 

from 0.1 to 5% by weight of platinum will preferentially catalyze partial oxidation, and 

further discloses on page 6, lines 18-23 that a catalyst containing from 0.1 to 5% by 

weight of rhodium will preferentially catalyze steam reforming. 
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The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .74 in failing to include a "Brief 
Description of the Drawings". 

Claims 2-8 are objected to as based on a rejected parent claim, and would be 
allowed if written in independent form. 

In claim 1 , line 10, it is suggested that the word - - layer - - be inserted after 
"catalyst", since there is no clear antecedent basis for the term "upper catalyst".
